not reached here, 
it is feared they 
may have been hemmed in by the 
flames. 
The fire started in the woods1 and 
quickly reached Gagen and Woodboro. 
Men, 
women 
and 
children 
fought 
valiantly to save their homes, hut 
without avail. 
Gagen 
and 
Woodboro 
each 
had 
about 2,000 residents and nearly all 
are homeless. 
Burned out of their 
homes the people began fleeing from 
the fire, which grew more dangerous 
with each minute. 
Women carrying children in their 
arms and men and hoys with packs 
on their hacks ran toward Rhineland 
•r, many falling prostrate in the heat, 
only to be helped on by the stronger 
refugees. 
Nearly all of those burned out at 
Gagen reached Rhinelander and a r e 
being 
cared 
for. 
But 
few 
of 
the 
Woodboro people are here and it is 
not known what has become of all of 
them. 
Citizens have derided to ask Gov- j 
einor Davidson to order out the mili­ 
tia to assist in fighting the flames, 
which, because of the dry condition 
of the woods in this neighborhood, 
threaten to destroy the forests.

Mississippi River 


BOTH BODIES WERE RECOVERED 


Finding of Schilb is First Know­ 


ledge of Accident-Bowers 


Found Sunday 


A sad dtuble drowning took place 
Saturday afternoon, by which Elmer 
Schilb, aged 12 and Lowell Bowers, 
aged 11, lost their lives in the Mississ­ 
ippi rivjr bjl >w B x> n lake. The first 
known of the accident up town was 
when James Houston, Joseph Kins- 
miller and Omar Holden discovered the 
body of young Schilb in about four feet 
of water and came up to Sixth street 
and told Claud Winters who phoned to 
the coroner. 
Mr. Gibfon wentdowr at 
once and had the body removed from 
the water and taken to Clark & Co’s 
undertaking rooms. 
It was afterwards 
removed to the home of his grandfather, 
Jacob Sc'iilb, Sr., on South Fifth St. 
The remains of young Bowers were 
not found until nearly noon Sunday, 
when he was found by Dick Huston, 
Art Brown and L. S. 
Budd and were 
taken to the undertaken rooms of Losey 
& Dean. 
So far as can be learned the boys in 
company with two lads named Mussel- 
man, were down to the river together 
according to the story of the Mussel- 
man boys the other two insisted on go­ 
ing in bathing and they refused and 
went home. 
Arthur Leonard, aged 12, 
who was fishing farther up stream, 
near Boom lake, saw the boys in the 
water and heard them but apparently 
did not think they were in danger as 
he made no attem pt to give the alarm 
or go their aid. 
Shortly after that the 
Musselman boys came along and young 
Leonard came up town w ith them. 
If 
the Musselman boys were present at 
the drowning they said nothing to Leon­ 
ard about it and when questioned by 
Mr. Gibson declared that they did not 
see it having left for home. 
Elmer Schilb, who was 12 years of 
age last May, is the son of Jacob Schilb, 
Jr., who lives in Los Angeles, Cal., 
and was living with his grand parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Jacob Schilb, Sr., of this 
city. 
Lowell Bowers was the son of C. 
C. Bowers, of St. Louis, a traveling 
man, and with his mother and brother 
was boarding at the Windsor hotel. 
His father was communicated with last 
night, after tryingt wenty four hours to 
find him and arrived this noon at 1:20. 
The funeral of Elmer Schilb w ill be 
held in the German Evangelical church, 
Northeast Brainerd, Tuesday afternoon 
at 2:30, followed by interment in Ever­ 
green cemetery. 
Up to the time of go­ 
ing to press no arrangements had been 
made as ts the funeral of Lowell 
Bowers.

Street Building 


ADJOINING BUILDING DAMAGED 


Thomas & Cardie’s Barber Shop 


Drowned Out and McGinn & 


Smith Damaged 


The explosion of a gasolene stove 
about 7 o’clock Sunday morning caused 
a fire which totally destroyed the res­ 
taurant equipment of C. E. Anderson 
and reduced the building to a state of 
dilapidation which will result in its 
tearing down. 
The barber shop of 
Thomas & Cardie, which was in the 
same structure, was drowned out and 
will be compelled to seek new’ quar­ 
ters. 
The building of McGinn & Smith 
was damaged, probably to the extent 
of $200 by fire and the stock damaged 
I somewhat by smoke amd water. 
Mrs. Anderson had lighted the fire 
to get breakfast 
for some of the 
boarders and had it well under way when 
the stove exploded. She endeavored to 
extinguish the fire and tried tocarrythe 
stove out doors, before turning in the 
alarm. 
The delay gave the fire quite a 
start before the fire boys got there, 
and though they extinguished the fire 
in a short time it had completely de­ 
stroyed the contents and had damaged 
the building so badly that it will be 
torn down. The building was owned 
by Mrs. Anna Olson and stood on lots 
owned by F. A. Farrar, who also owns 
the ground on which McGinn & Smith’s 
building stands. 
The lease on the lots 
had expired and Mr. Farrar had re- I 
fused to renew it except from month 
to month as he contemplated erecting a 
brick structure thereon in the not far 
distant ‘uture. 
Mrs. Olson stated last 
night that she should not attem pt to 
repair the building but will have it 
torn down. 
McGinn & Smith will re­ 
pair their building, although it is prob-, 
able that it will have to be removed 
next season to make room for a brick 
structure. 
Mr. Anderson suffered a loss of $500 
with $300 insurance. 
McGinn & Smith's 
loss is entirely covered by insurance 
and Mrs. Olson had $500 on her build­ 
ing. 
Thomas & Cardie had no insur­ 
ance on their barber shop fixtures 
which were damaged by water and 
moving.

ENGLISH TITLES. 
H. 


W h y Inferior 
Honors Are Sometimes 
Refused by Commoners. 
Although it costs money to be made 
a peer, no sum can actually buy a 
British title, as may be done in some 
European countries. 
Honors of this ! 
description are ill the giving of the 
king, or, rather, his majesty ltestows 
them w persons at the recommenda­ 
tion of the prime minister, who really 
has the final say in the matter. Titles 
are conferred either directly or lndi 
rectly — directly when no third per­ 
son recommends n candidate for royal 
recognition 
and indirectly 
when 
a 
third person brings a candidate’s name 
forward, he having good and valid 
grounds for doing so. 
The former 
method, however, is the one which is 
usually adopted. 
It Is the duty of the 
prime minister to distinguish a name 
celebrated in politics, scieuce, art or 
literature and to decide whether the 
merits of any given prominent person 
deserve recognition at the hands of j 
the king. 
If, in the opinion of the prime min­ 
ister, such a given person deserves ele- J 
vation to titled rank, before the minis­ 
ter takes any steps In the matter the 
favored individual Is apprised of the 
prime minister's Intentions by a per­ 
sonal letter, in which la conveyed the 
degree or title It Is proposed to confer 
on him, subject to his approval. 
In 
four out of five cases the approval Is I 
given. 
The fifth person, who may 
have been offered a knighthood or 
perchance a baronetcy, refuses be­ 
cause his refusal may Increase his 
chances of obtaining at a later day 
a higher title still—a peerage. 
Armed 
with the person’s approval, the prime 
minister now takes the next step—that 
is, obtaining his majesty’s sanction, 
which Is rarely refused. 
It is seldom that a plain “Mr.** blos­ 
soms straightforward into a “lord” un­ 
less the circumstances are very un­ 
usual, such as the reason why a peer­ 
age w’as conferred on Mr. Morley or 
honors conferred on successful gen­ 
erals in the field, as In the case of 
Woiseley, Roberts and Kitchener. 
As 
a general rule a plain “Mr.” is trans­ 
formed Into “Sir”—that Is, knight or 
baronet—and one who is already a 
“Sir” and has done some signal recog­ 
nition finds his reward in his ultimate 
service to the state entitling him to 
royal elevation to the 
cago News.

Paris, Sept. 21.—Fire broke out in 
the Central Telephone building and 
spread with such rapidity that the 
telephone employes were forced after 
brief and ineffectual efforts to extin­ 
guish the flames to flee hastily to the 
streets. 
The entire building was soon 
In flames and this, together with the 
postoffice, which is located close to 
the Place des Victoria, was totally de­ 
stroyed. 
The loss is estimated

A sad double drowning took place 
Saturday afternoon, by which Elmer 
Schilb, aged 12 and Lowell Bowers, 
aged ll, lost their lives in the Mississ­ 
ippi rivar balow Bjo n lake. Tha first 
known of the accident up town was 
when James Houston, Joseph Kins- 
miller and Omar Holden discovered the 
body of young Schilb in about four feet 
of water and came up to Sixth street 
and told Claud W inters who phoned to 
the coroner. 
Mr. Gibson wentdowr at 
once and had the body removed from 
the water and taken to Clark & Co's 
undertaking rooms. 
It was afterwards 
removed to the home of his grandfather, 
Jacob Schilb, Sr., on South Fifth St. 
The remains of young Bowers were 
not found until nearly noon Sunday, 
when he was found by Dick Huston, 
A rt Brown and L. S. Budd and were 
taken to the undertaken rooms of Losey 
& Dean. 
So far as can be learned the boys in 
company w ith two lads named Mussel- 
man, were down to the river together 
according to the story of the Mussel- 
man boys the other two insisted on go­ 
ing in bathing and they refused and 
went home. 
Arthur Leonard, aged 12, 
who was fishing farther up stream, 
near Boom lake, saw the boys in the 
water and heard them but apparently 
did not think they were in danger as 
he made no attem pt to give the alarm 
or go their aid. 
Shortly after that the 
Musselman boys came along and young 
Leonard came up town with them. 
If 
the Musselman boys were present at 
the drowning they said nothing to Leon­ 
ard about it and when questioned by 
Mr. Gibson declared that they did not 
see it having left for home. 
Elmer Schilb, who was 12 years of 
age last May, is the son of Jacob Schilb, 
Jr., who lives in Los Angeles, Cal., 
and was living with his grand parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Jacob Schilb, Sr., of this 
city. 
Lowell Bowers was the son of C. 
C. Bowers, of St. Louis, a traveling 
man, and with his mother and brother 
was boarding at the Windsor hotel. 
His father was communicated with last 
night, after tryingt wer.ty four hours to 
find him and arrived this noon at 1:20. 
The funeral of Elmer Schilb will be 
held in the German Evangelical church, 
Northeast Brainerd, Tuesday afternoon 
at 2:30, followed by interment in Ever­ 
green cemetery. 
Up to the time of go­ 
ing to press no arrangements had been 
made as ts the funeral of Lowell 
Bowers.

m ethod, how ever, is the one w hich is 
usually adopted. 
It is the duty of the 
prim e m inister to distinguish a nam e 
celebrated In politics, science, art or 
literature and to decide w hether the 
m erits of any given prom inent person 
deserve recognition a t the bands of 
Ihe king. 
If, in the opinion of the prime min­ 
ister, such a given person deserves ele­ 
vation to titled rank, before the minis­ 
ter takes any steps in the matter the 
favored individual is apprised of the 
prime minister’s intentions by a per­ 
sonal letter, in which is conveyed the 
degree or title it is proposed to confer 
on him, subject to his approval. 
In 
four out of five cases the approval is 
given. /The fifth person, who may 
have been offered a knighthood or 
perchance a baronetcy, refusea be­ 
cause his refusal may increase his 
chances of obtaining at a later day 
a higher title still—a peerage. Armed 
with the person’s approval, the prime 
minister now takes the next step—that 
is, obtaining his majesty’s sanction. 
which is rarely refused. 
It is seldom that a plain "Mr." blos­ 
soms straightforward into a "lord” un­ 
less the circumstances are very un- 
usual, such as the reason why a peer­ 
age was conferred on Mr. Morley or 
honors conferred on successful gen­ 
erals in the field, as in the case of 
Wolseley, Roberts and Kitchener. Aa 
a general rule a plain "Mr.” is trans­ 
formed into "Sir”—that is, knight or 
baronet—and one who is already a 
"Sir” and has done some signal recog­ 
nition finds his reward in his ultim ate 
service to the state entitling him to 
royal elevation to the peerage.—Chi­ 
cago News.

Government Threatens to Apply the 


Provisions of M artial 
Law in St. 


Petersburg and th * Municipality Of­ 


ficials Ars Bending All Their Ener­ 


gies to Clearing th * City sf the 


Scourge. 


St. 
Petersburg, Sept. 21.— St. P e­ 
tersburg is in the grasp of the Asiatic 
cholera, which already has exceeded 
in severity and numbers the visita­ 
tion of I 893. 
The disease is increas­ 
ing daily st an alarming rate and un­ 
less the authorities show In the fu­ 
ture a much greater degree of ability 
to cope with the situation than they 
have in the past there is every rea­ 
son to fear that It will get out of hand. 
The government has threatened to 
apply the provisions of martial law 
and this threat has driven the m unici­ 
pality officials to bend all their ener­ 
gies to the campaign of clearing the 
city of the scourge. 
The aldermanic 
council 
voted 
a 
preliminary 
sum 
amounting to $250,000 to enlarge the 
hospital space, to purchase and dis­ 
tribute disinfectants, the supply of 
which in St. Petersburg Is well nigh 
exhausted, and to expedite the inter­ 
m ent of bodies, which has been no­ 
toriously slow. 
The dead houaea are 
overcrowded and many corpses lie un­ 
buried. 


Quiok Death in Seme Casaa. 


The situation, 
which 
has always 
been serious sinoe the very first case 
was reported, assum es a greater as­ 
pect from the appearance of a very 
virulent type of the disease, in two 
cases of which death followed within 
fifteen m inutes of the first symptoms. 
As announced by the officials bulle­ 
tins there were 398 cases and 141 
deaths in twenty-four hours, thfs be­ 
ing the largest number so far official­ 
ly announced. 
It is fearod th a t the cholera will 
m ake further gains for at least an ­ 
other fortnight, this being figured on 
th e basis of former epidemics. 
As a city St. P etersbu rg is woefully 
uns anitary and the dread disease finds 
conditions most suitable for its propa­ 
gation. 
It first m ade its appearance 
am ong 
the 
poor 
people 
herded 
in 
w retched tenem ents, but it is now 
spreading to The b etter classes and it 
has broken out in the barracks amor ; 
th e troops. 
Advices from all parts of Russia 
show that the alarm is very general 
end that th ere Is good reason for it. 
At Moscow a quarantine has been es­ 
tablished at all railway depots and 
passengers 
are 
placed 
under 
the 
strictest surveillance. 
Up to the pres­ 
ent Moscow has been immune. 
T w en­ 
ty-nine cases and six deaths were re 
ported from Odessa. 


Fifty-eight New Cases and Nineteen 
Deaths at Manila. 
Manila, Sept. 21.— Fifty-eight new 
cases of cholera and nineteen deaths 
are reported for the past twenty-four 
hours. 
The infested areas In the city 
and suburbs are spreading som ewhat, 
t u t the health authorities are still con­ 
fident that they will be able tc speed­ 
ily gain control of the situation. 
G overnor General Sm ith has sum 
moned a special m eeting of Hie m em ­ 
bers of the Philippine commission to 
discuss the plague situation and to 
lay plans for an extension of the cam ­ 
paign now being waged against the 
disease. 
Federal troops are at present guard­ 
ing th e sources of the city’s w ater sup­ 
ply to prevent the throw ing of any In­ 
fected m atte r Into the w ater and It is 
probable that the force thus engaged 
Will be largely reinforced.

Boston-Portland 
rate Is 30 
cents for ten words. 
“Our Boston-Portland service will he 
an object lesson in the possibilities of 
I,000 words a m inute telegraphy at 
lower rates than the public has ever 
dreamed of. 
Mr. Delany’s Invention, 
which we control exclusively, intro­ 
duces a new era in wire transm ission, 
hath in respect to speed and economy. 
W e a/P able to utilize the full capacity 
of the w ires by m achines which send 
and receive at speeds of 1,000 wrords a 
m inute 
The old wire com panies are 
lim ited by hand transm ission 
to a 
sm all fraction of this speed. 
That is 
the explanation of the superiority of 
the Telepost system and of our lower 
rates.
